GABRIEL TOOMEs. 

The room in which General Toombs spends the 
day, when he is well enough to becarried from 
his bedroom, is the sittingroom of the house, 
There he is surrounded through ‘the day by his 
relatives and friends, and never tires talking to 
them. As! listened to him express the vagaries 
of bis imagination, frequently in such bright or 
witty remarks, as to bring smiles to 
the lips of those sround him, I 
noticed just across the room, seated quietly in a 
corner, an e/derly gentleman, whose face was the 
picture of sadness. When otlters smiled, he looked 
more rolemn,and throughout his stay in theroom 
his heart seemed bowed’ down by some heavy 
weight. 

It was Gabriel Toombs, the general's only broth- 
er, and three years his junior. | 

The lives of these two brothers have been of the 
most earnest devotion, aud the tender affection of 
the one for the other seems to haye ripened with 
old age. 

The younger brother, who lives just across 
the street, is a constant watcher at the bedside of 
his ying brother, and no onesuffers more than 
he the sorrow of the sad scene, which he is a cone 
stant witness. 

For the past week General AToombs has had a 
Strange idea thatheisduein Augusta on a cers 
tain dey, and that he is held in confinement 
in Richmond. He cannot be pers 
muaded that he at home,- but 
continually wantsto get back to dieat the old 
homestead. One day he imagines himself in New

' YEARNING FOR THE OLD HOME. 


The sole idea now of the sick man seems w ve 
to get back home to die. He sometimes thinks 
thatheisheldin captivity, or that some oneis 
frustrating his enceayors to return to Georgia. 
He frequently asks those around him what time 
euch a train leavers, and what time will it put him 
in Washington. A few days ego he called his 
grandson to him aud asked him, “who was going 
to the tremendous expense of cagrying his furni 
ture alloverthe United Statcs, as his roomin 
every city in which he stopped was fitted up with 
hisshome furniture.”’ 

The people cf Wilkes county idolize General 
Toombs, ard bis il]ness goes to the heart of every 
familyinit. Not only the white people, §but 
every negro in the county anxiously watches his 
condition. To the latter class of people he 
has always been particular)y {sind and char- 
itable, belping them wheueyer he could 
both by his advice and with a generous purse, 
Some of his o!d slaves dsily caiien him, and.be- 
tween them and their old master there still exists 
the warmest tympatby. 

Several deys ego he was visited by ‘Old Biily,’’ 
who bad been in the service of the family all his 
life, He entered the room and stood before the 
patient, asking as to his health, 

“Why, Billy, when did you come to Philadel- 
phia?’’ he was asked, 

‘“Marster, ’se been hyar ten days,"’ he an 
ewered. 

‘Now, Billy, that’s a lie, for 1 hayven’t been here 
but two days, myself. Where did you get the 
money to come on?’’ the general abruptly asked 
and on receiying the answer that ‘‘he had 
come on bis name,”’ said; 

“Well, I don’t see how you ever got here.”’ 

' £ TALK WITH DR, MULLIGAN. 

Aconstant attendant at this invalid’s side is 
Ir. Mulligan, of Washington. Regulaily twice 
each day he visits him and in him General Toombs 
secms to place the greatest confidence. In reply 
tothe question as to what he thought was the 
general's real condition, he said: . 

“In my opivion there is no hope whatever. He 
mesy live @ month, and possibly longer, 
or he might die tonight, but 
he is certainly a dying man and cannot live much 
longer. He is surrounded with every com fort and 
given every attention, for there is nothing in the 
world thatcan be done for him more than to 
make his last days eazy. He is beyond the reach 
of medicine, and takes none. His appetite is very 
poor and he eats nothing but soft boiled eggs. 
The only prescription that I administer to him is 
mik punches, of which he takes one about every 
two hours.”’ 

In speaking of the peralytic stroke with which 
he is partially prostrated, the doctor said: 

“Jtis growing gradually worse and extending 
over his body. He may suffer another stroke 
which wilicarry him off at any minute. Hows 
ever, if this does not occur he will live until this 
wearing away of body and miné, which is 80 rap- 
idly taking plece, is at an end. Already the heart 
has ceased to perform its functions and his men- 
tal incapacity is due, to a geeat extent, to the fact 
tbat the blood is not carried to the brain. The 
beart is daily growing weaker, and less capable of 
performing its work. He is better today than 
for several cays pest. He bas no paralysis of 
motion, but paralysis of the sensory nerves of the 
leftside, He suffers no painand is as comfortable 
es could be expected under the circumstances. 

A peculiar feature of bis rapid decline, which is 
simply due to exbaustion, is the almost compiete 
debility cf his neryous.system. His left hand 
is entirely unsueceptitde] to feeling, and 
when beside him “I heard him ask 
for a cigar, while he beld one in his 
hand, but which he could neither feel nor see. 

He clings to his cigar as closely as’ ever, never 
lighting it, but indulging in his “cry smoke, as 
be hes done for many years, from moraing until

These are bis only grand children—tour of them, 
all the children of his youngest daughter Sallie, 
who married General Dudley M. DuBose, 

All of General Toombse’s children are dead, and 
each died yourg. There were three of them, the 
first born a boy, Catlett, dying when but a year 
oid, The second, Lonise, married Mr. W. F. Alex- 
ander, of Augusta, end died in her twenty-second 
year, leaving one child whose death soon {ole 
lowed, The third, Sallie (referred to above, ) lived 
to be older than the others, but died in 1366 in her 
twenty eighth year. This was his favorite child, 
and for each ef her children he cherishes the same 
devotion that he taviched upon her. On her 
Geath they were brought to the old homestead 
and the loving grandfather reared them as ten- 
Cerly and afiectionately as ii they were his own. 

HIS HOME LIFE, 

The home life of General Toombs stands in 
strange contrast with his stormy public career, in 
which his impu’sive, determined and unsubmis- 
sive disposition found such ample sway, At 
home, however, he was always asgentie as a 
lamb, kind, stmpathetic and indulging. Aneven 
feigned sternners immediately melted at a wist- 
jul glence, end instead of ruling the 
household he completely subjected himself to its 
members. Thus it was with those whom he 
loved, With them bis rebellious spirit and flery 
temper Was #8 mild ss @ woman’s,and in his 
household reigned the eunshine of devotion, peace 
and good will. 

How different his public life, **Born,"’ as he 
himeelf expressed it in the last public speech he 
ever made, ‘‘as good a rebel as ever came from 
revolutionary loins,’’ his chief characteristic was 
te break where he could not bend, 
He willingly submitted himeelf to no authority. 
Asa sthool boy he was a rebel, and as he grew 
older he formed earnest convictions by which he 
stood, whether or not orthedox. Asa statesman 
he was impulsive, fiery and intolerant, but the 
acme of his revolutionary disposition developed 
in‘bis service as a soldier. He could not brook 
superior euthority which became so personal, and 
to his realization of this fact is due the shortness 
of his career as a soldic¢r. 


& Thus it is that the grestest of living Georgians is 
rapidly journeying to that bourne where rests his 
old.colleagues and companions. He is almost 
alone, of those that are leit. Those whose desti- 
nies he figured so conspicuously in shaping, look 
with anxiove eyes to the dying statesman. Their 
hearifelt sympathy is with him, and even those 
who disagreed with him can but admire his 
manly character, the nobleness of his patriotism 
and the loftiness of his purposes. 

His last great encounter is characterized by gen- 
tlesubmission. Heis quietly passing away and 
the sturdy support of his devoted townsmen is 
but emblematic of the reyerence of the people of 
his state; and every tear that faiis from the eyes 
of his beloved granddaughters and wastes itself 
on bis maefientferm, carries with it the sorrow

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ENGLISH POLITICS. 


PROBABLE RESULT OF THE COM: 
ING CAMPAIGN IN ENGLAND. 


The New Voters endthe Result Their Votes Will 
Heve upon the Election—Position of Liberals 
and Tories—Paraellites United—tha 
Roumelian Question, Ete, Ete. 


Lonpox, October 3—The tories are not yet ready 
to begin the campsign for supremacy in the next 
parliament. Their government have therefore 
decided to. postpone the dissolution until the 7th 
of December. The reason given to the public for 
this action is that the difficulties growing out of 
the enormous registration under the enlargement 
of the franchise require an extended time for ad- 
judication and adjustment. 

THECAMPAION. . 

When it does open, will be the fiercest and most 
thoroughly contested eyer fought in Great 
Britain. Every voter in the country will probably 
be reached and interested. Those now possessing 
the franchise are badly enough muddled, for 
Churchill has ceased courting the Irish home rule 
vote, while the radicals are fclamoring for a 
meintenance of the empire's integrity. The two 
millions of men enfranchised by Gladstone 
a8 @rule, belong to aclass much inferior in in« 
telligene toany that ever heretofore hada voice 
in British affairs. They have never, asa rule, had 
anv Interest in public questions; and never had 
occasion to learn anything at all about politics. 

THE NEW VOTERS, 

When the United States enfranchised the black 
freedmen hardly 8(0,000 voters were added to the 
list. When they began to vote théy were infiu- 
enced by a sentiment which was practically unan- 
imous among them, and which was at the time at 
Jeast intelligent, viz: Gratitude, But England 
has as suddenly added nearly three timesas many 
voters to her suffrage list, and the addition cer. 
tsinty contains tl larger mas3 of 
ignorance. While sratitude to the 
liberal ° party for franchise may sway 
many of these new votors, it would be folly to 
calculate upon itasa feeling which will prevail 
with any portion of them. Practically the whole 
numbcr have no decided political leanings. They 
will pve liberal or tory,according to the influences 
brought to bear upou them, 

THE RESULT OF THE COMING ELECTION 
wiil be stupezidous upon the destiny of England, 
It may decide whether the English trade policy 
sballbe free or protective: whether the church 
and state shall be divorced or remain united; 
whethe the unification or disfntezration of empire 
eball ensue; whether Great Britain shall continue 
to interfere in foreign affairs and remain amore 
the first or hold aloof 
end fail second rank. It 
may éven decide whether aristocracy in England 
shell continue, aud whether the throne sha!! re.

THE ROUMELIAN REBELLION 


Austria’s Position Olearly Detined-—Fight- 
ing Reported. 

PESTH, October 3.—Inthe lower house of the 
Hupgatrian diet, Herr Tisza, president of the 
council, in answer to questions for information 
respecting the Roumelian difficulty, and to the 
charge recently made that the Roumelian rising 
had been arranged at the recent meeting of em- 
perors, said that theinterview of Emperor Francis 
Joseph and the czar, at Kremsier, wasin conse- 
quence of the previous meeting of their imperial 
highnerses at Shiernewice, and was only an act of 
courtesy for the purpose of renewing the 

‘personal friendship which has long existed 
between the two emperors. There was no ques- 
tion discussed at either of the imperial meetings 
which bad any bearing on the anuexation of 
Bosnia by Austria, or of the ualiing of Bulgaria 
and Roumelia. The ‘sovement in fayor of the 
uvion of the two latter states was for some time 
known to exist, but it was generally 
thought that the discontent pre: 
yailing in Roumelia was not of 8 
serious nature, and cbusequently the outbreako 
the cor spirecy surprised ali tne European cabinets. 
He was not aware that any power intends 
forcibly to intervene in the Roumelian question, 
rorhed heany information which woald lead 
him to believe such to be the case. But he dia 
kpow thatalithe powers desired to uphold the 
treaty of Berlin, and to maintain a status quo in 
Roumelia, No one prevented Turkey from assert~ 
ing her rights in Roumeliain the conference of 
am beseadors at Constantinople, on the Roume- 
lian question, to be held on Monday, in conso- 
nant with the wishes of the sultaa. 

AUSTRIA WANTS NO TERRITORY. 

Referring to the report that Austria,in the 
eveut of hostilities in Roumelia, would enlarge 
her territory, he said that no question regarding 
the annexation of Bosnia and Herzezovina had 
been entertained by the AStrian cabinet. Austria 
bas, at present, no intention of increasing the 
com plications in the least by occupying Turkish 
territory. ‘‘But,’’ said Herr.

THE [ATLANTIC CABLES 


A War of Rates Probable—Attempts to 
Break the New Company. 

Lonpon, October 3.—The London managers of 
the Atlantic Cable conipanicsin the present pool 
will meet in this city next week. It is positively 
stated that the objectof the meetingis to ar- 
range for the reduction of the present cable tariffs 
between England and the United States, from 
twenty-four cents to twelve cents on ordinary or 
commercial mestages, and from twelye cents to 
six cents ou press messazes.

The American pool directors, on the other hand, 
are said to be less willing to consent to the proposed 
reductions, and to be quite timid about entering 
intoawarofrales. They profess to be uncertain 
about the outcome of such a war, and up to date 
have not been induced to consent to it.

Quincy, Ills., October 3.—An extraordinary 
suicide took place at the Fay house, a private 
boarding house next to the new government 
building in this city, the victim being Mr, M. 
Wood, a young man aged twenty-one years, 
of steady, sober habits, who was formerly a 
city reporter on the Herald, later on the 
Journal. His parents reside in Ellington 
townships near the city, his father being a justice 
of the peace and well to do financially. Wood's 
body, cold in death, was foundin his room about 
ten o’clock this morning, sitting in a chair, before 
him a marbleslab table, the lamp still burning, a 
revolver lying on the floor by his side, a bullet 


hole through his head, nineteen es of Manu- 
ecript ying before him and the table and manu- 
script covered with blood. 

The following is the most important part of the 


document: ceaatied 

‘‘Brother Reporters: When you come to is 
matter and on it up, your articles will be about 
as follows: ‘‘Shortly after Supper last evening the 
report of a pistol was heard to issue from a room 
at the Fay house, near — and Hampshire 
streets, Those who heard the noise thought 
little of it at first, but investigation 
revealed . the fact that Mr. 
M. M. Wood, a boarder at the above-named 
house, had seized a revelver and deliberately shot 
himself through the brain, the ball entering near 
the right temple and tearivg away 4 
large portion of the skul! (presumed). The pistol 
was a five chambered 382-caliber, and was held 
so clese to the head that the face was niuch 
burned. Thecause for the rash act is not well 
understood, but it is supposed to be temporary 
insenity. The perpetrator of such a deed is never 
supposed tobe in his right mind, and although 
Mr, Wood never gaye any evidence to the con- 
trary, this must{ have been the _ cause, 
either directly or indirectly. 
The mystery surrounding the case, however, is all 
the greater when it isknown that up to the very 
last act of his life Mr. Wood never gave the first 
intimation of suicide or even _ the 
first evidence of {having a diseased £ mind.’

This paper was handed toa member of the 
standing committee with the request that he pre- 
sent it to the cOmmittee accompanied by thestate- 
ment that the vestry of St. Philip’s parish had no 
desire, disposition or intention to shield Dr. Arm- 
Strong [rom any fact that would affect his moral 
character, or that would render him unfit to per« 
form his ministerial duties, and that if any such 
fact were within the knowledge of the standing 
committee after their supplemental and ex 
parte - investigation, we were anxious 
to know of it, and were ready to take immediate 


action upon it. But in the absence of any such 
new /achy we urged upon the committee that the 
suspension Of Dr, Armstrong pending a formal 
trial wo seriousiv injure our parish. We have 
not been furnished with any fact or with any 
acknowledgement of our request. The standing 
commitiee did not reportany part of their pro- 
ceedings to us. But we find that their proceedings 
as to this matter were officially reported and fur- 
nished to the press, and are published this 
morning. We refrain from commenting 
at this time upon this extraordinary proceeding, 

This published official report states that the 
standing committee recommend that Dr. Arms 
strong be suspended pending trial. This brings us 
before our bishop withthe reqnest that as 
there is no notorious or reasonably well 
established fact, rendering .Dr. Armstrong less 
worthy to perform the duties of his sacred office 
now than when we united in recelying:; the holy 
communion at his hands, after the reports and ac- 
tion thereon, which has been herein recited, we 
most respectfully urge upon our bishop that he 
exercise that discretion granted him by the canon 
of the church and decline to suspend our rector, 
pending a formal trial by the eccesiastical court. 
This trial Dr. Armstropg has asked for, and we 
desire thatit shall proceed, But until his guilt is 
proyen his innocence must be presumed, 

In the absence of any ._ additional reasons there- 
fora suspension of our rector would be disaster- 
ous to our parish. ‘ 

AS yoUu,Ssir, Well know our parish is now united 
in its confidence in the moral and Christian char- 
scter of its rector. We desire to say further, 
and in conelusion that this communi- 
cation is agreed upon without the 
request, recommendation or presence of Dr, Arm- 
strong. The procurement by the standing com: 
mittee of the publication of their action has the 
effect of prejudging bis case in the public mind. 
Without regard, however, to the personal inter- 
ests of Dr, Armstrong. we, representing, as 
we cdo, the much higher intsrest of 
our parish, make this last appeal 
to cur bisbop for fairness and juStice.
